Be asked UN member nations — 
only about half of which were in tbe 
assembly hall to hear 1dm — “to 
reconsider Resolution 273 under 
which Israel was admitted to UN 
membership.” 

But, in his prepared remarks, 
Khaddam stopped short of deman- 
ding Israel’s expulsion from the 
world body- His remarks, although 
strong, .still were softer than those 
normally expected from Syria. 

Three Israelis were among Khad- 
dam’s listeners — but they did not In- 


clude either Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan or UN Ambassador Chaim 
Herzog. 

Egyptian Foreign Minister Fahzsy 
said yesterday he was “optimistic’ 
that the Geneva conference could 
reconvene before the end of the year. 

Fahmy made the comment after 
meeting with Secretary of State 
Vance, who returned to New York to 
continue meetingB with Arab and 
other foreign ministers attending the 
General Assembly. 

“My meeting with Mr. Vance 
reflects the seriousness with which 
the United States Is moving towards 
convening Geneva in a constructive 
way (by) almost the end of the 
year,” Fahmy said. “All. our con- 
tacts with the Americans prove we 
are moving there.”

Legal experts believe tbe juridical 
difficulties can be overcome. One 
issue ini dw discusMon is whether the* 
settlers will be called up for an In- 
definite period or whether they will 
be asked to volunteer to the army. 
Several settlers have never served in 
the army and therefore cannot be 
called to the reserves. 

The Cabinet is expected to discuss 
the agreement on Sunday and a 
meeting of Sharon’s committee is 
also expected shortly. 

Begin will face the opposition on 
Mrmday at the Knesset Foreign Af- 
fairs and Defence Committee. The 
committee will meet for several 


hours to discuss the situation in 
Lebanon and the Geneva peace con- 
ference. But there is no doubt it also 
will discuss the agreement with 
Gush Bmunim. 

Begin may have to explain the ap- 
parent contradiction between his 
statement that Gush Emunim 
settlers will only move to existing 
military camps and reports that the 
IDF uses installations at Giv’on and 
Nebi Sal ah only on a temporary 
basis. 

A well-informed Gush Emunim 
source told The Jerusalem Post that 
the army uses the abandoned police 
building at Nebi Sal ah on an tm-and- 
off bads. The source said the aban- 
doned Jordanian military camp near 
Giv’on Is also used only on occasion. 

A senior government source ex- 
plained last night that the settlers 
will move to camps “held” by the ar- 
my. 

The demand for the special 
Knesset meeting will be formally 
presented on Sunday.

WASHINGTON. — Foreign Minister 
Moshe Dayan, clearly upset over 
continuing differences with the U.S. 
over a compromise formula for 
reconvening the Geneva peace con- 
ference, yesterday warned that “the 
whole thing will be lost" unless 
everyone agrees to return to Geneva 
“on the b&eia that it was held 
before." 

Sounding more pessimistic than at 
any time since arriving here earlier 
this month, the Foreign Minister 
once again rejected any "separate 
Palestinian mission" at Geneva. He 
complained about the U.S. refusal on 
Wednesday to immediately deny 
Syrian Foreign Minister Abdul 
Halim Khaddam ’s assertion that 
Washington and Damascus agree on 

the participation of the PLO In the 

united Arab delegation at Geneva. 
“We would have expected a denial 

by the U.S. representatives of the 

statement made by Khadda m , “ the 
Foreign Minister said In a television ' 
interview with NBC's “Today” 
show. 

Dayan maintained that Israel had 
been told by the U.S. that there 
would be a united Arab delegation at 
the opening session of the Geneva 
conference “for the ceremony and 
then It would break down for work- 
ing groups between each of the coun- 
tries." He also insisted the U.S..had 
told Israel that the Palestinians at 
Geneva “will not be representatives 
of the PLO and would not be on their 
own," but rather members of the 
Jordanian delegation. 

Dayan reiterated that Israel will 
not accept PLO members at Geneva. 

But asked whether Israel might 
yet agree to some ‘kind of com- 

5 iromise proposal whereby “low- 
evel" PLO officials might- be 
able to participate at the conference, 
Dayan replied; “What we said Is 
that we really are looking for a for- 
mula that can put the Geneva con- 
ference on the road. We accept that 
if the Palestinian Arabs, who would 
be within the Jordanian delegation, 
would be sympathizers of the PLO, 
we would not look Into their creden- 
tials. Okay... 

“But it is quite a different thing If 


we are asked to accept a new party 
there which Is not a state: the 
Palestinians. Not only that they are 
Palestinians, but that they are the 
PLO, and It be treated by us as equal 
to Jordan and Syria and Egypt. If we 
do that, we accept before the 
negotiations have started a Palesti- 
nian state headed by the PLO. We 
are not going to do that” 

Dayan, said that Israel will be dis- 
cussing “with each Arab country" a 
peace treaty. The Palestinians 
should be members of the Jordanian 
delegation “because there is nothing 
for the Palestinians to do In the 
Egyptian or in the Syrian 
delegation,” he added. 

"Now the point Is that we want 
now to resume the Geneva peace 
conference," Dayan stated on the TV 
Interview. “If you try to introduce a 
new basis for Geneva, then, I think, 
the whole thing will be lost. The only 
way really to go on with it Is just to 
resume the Geneva conference on 
the basis that It was held before, and 
it didn't include before any separate 
Palestinian mission." 

Dayan alrfo blasted Egyptian 
Foreign Minister Ismail Fahmy’s 
UN General Assembly speech on 
Wednesday during which Fahmy 
warned of a “world wide explosion" 
unless Israel were prepare d to bend 
on the question of the PLO, agree to 
forgo atomic weapons, and to close 
Its policy of open immigration. 

“I really hated to hear what he 
■aid," Dayan commented. “I think it 
was counterproductive.” 

Regarding Fahmy’s threat of 
another war unless Israel complied 
with these demands, Dayan warned : 
"If the Arabs want war, they will do 
it. We can’t prevent It. But they will 
find the Israeli forces ready for 
that." 

Dayan suggested that Fahmy 
recall that the last war. "though we 
were taken by surprise, ended up 
with the Israeli forces 100 kilometres 
from Cairo on the western side of the 
Suez Canal and 40 kilometres from 
Damascus, which was within the 
range of our guns. 

“I don’t see that another war 
would be of any benefit to the Arab 
countries.” 


Deadlock may prompt 
appeal to U.S. public

WASHINGTON. — President 
Jimmy Carter yesterday warn- 
ed that "there can be no Middle 
Eastern peace settlement 
without adequate Palestinian 
representation” at a reconvened 
Geneva Peace Conference. 

Answering questions at a White 
House press conference, the Presi- 
dent refused to predict the final out- 
come of current U.S. efforts to 
resolve Arab-Israeli differences on 
who those Palestinians should be and 
how they should be represented at 
Geneva. 

“This is something that is still In 
the negotiating stage , ' ' the President 
said. “I cannot predict a final out- 
come.” 

The U.S., he continued, has "no 
national position on exactly who will 
represent the Palestinians or exactly 
what form the Arab group would 
take in which the Palestinians would 
be represented.” 

Carter did not elaborate a a to what 
he meant by "adequate” Palestinian 
representation at Geneva. But 
American officials have been urging 
Israel to accept "low-level" PLO of- 
ficiate within a united Arab delega- 
tion at Geneva. 

“The Israelis say that they won’t 
deal with the Palestinians, certainly 
not the well-known PLO members, 
because they have been Identified in 
the past as committed to the destruc- 
tion of the nation of Israel,” Carter 
said. “So we are trying to get an 
agreement between Israel and the 
Arab countries — with their widely 
divergent views — - on the format of 
the meeting and also who would be 
welcome to the conference to repre- 
sent the Palestinians.” 

By saying that Israel opposed par- 
ticipation at Geneva by “the well- 
known PLO members.” the Presi- 
dent seemed to suggest by implica- 
tion that Israel might not oppose 
lesser known PLO representatives, 
as the U.S. itself has been proposing. 

Asked whether the U.S. will accept 
the PLO as a representative of the 
Palestinians at Geneva, Carter 
referred to an earlier U.S. pledge to 
Israel — “and I have confirmed the 


pledge" — whereby the U.S. would 
neither deal with the PLO nor 
recognize it until it accepted UN 
Security Council Resolution 242 and 
Israel’s right to exist. 

But then the President once again 
threw out a clear overture to the 
PLO, apparently seeking to elicit a 
change in Its stance. “If the PLO 
should go ahead and say, ‘We en- 
dorse UN Resolution 242, (but) we 
don't think It adequately addresses 
the Palestinian issue because it only 
refers to refugees and we have a 
farther interest than that, 1 we would 
say okay. We would then begin to 
meet with and to work with tbe 
PLO." 

Carter made a similar remark in 
Plains, Georgia, in July and was 
roundly criticised at the time by 
Israeli officials and American sup- 
porters of Israel. 

The President said that he could 
not give the PLO any assurances of 
what the U.S. might do if it accepted 
Resolution 242. *‘1 can't, and have no 
inclination to. give the PLO any 
assurances other than we will begin 
to meet with them and to search for 
some accommodation and some 
reasonable approach to the Palesti- 
nian question if they adopt Resolu- 
tion 242 and recognize publicly 
Israel’s right to exist,” he said. 

The President said that tbe PLO 
"certainly” represents a “substan- 
tial part of the Palestinians,** but he 
noted that It was not their "ex- 
clusive" representative. "Obvious- 
ly, there are mayors and local of- 
ficials on tbe West Bank area who 
represent tbe Palestinians and may 
not be members of the PLO,” he add- 
ed. 

Carter warned that the U.S. la not 
an “idle observer” in the Middle 
East. “We are not just an in- 
termediary. We have a vita) national 
interest In the ultimate peace in the 
Middle East," he said. 

During the news conference, the 
President mostly spoke in 
generalities explaining the U.S. at- 
titude toward the current 
negotiations. He did not detail the 
Impasse in specifics, clearly hoping 
to see the differences resolved 
through quiet diplomacy.

Japan gives in to demands 
by Red Army hijackers 

DACCA, Bangladesh. — Five 
Japanese Red Army terrorists 
threatened yesterday to blow up 
their hijacked jet with 146 hostages 
aboard and set off a "global” terror 
campaign It Japan breaks its 
promise to free nine prisoners and 
pay $6m. ransom, but they extended 
their deadline by more than -a day. 

The hijackers freed five hostages. 

The Japanese government, saying 
“human life is. more precious than 
the earth,” agreed to the demands 
but s&id it could not meet the 
terrorists’ original midnight 
deadline. 

With only 20 minutes to go on the 
deadline, the hijackers granted a full 
28 hour extension to allow Japan 
time to gather the money and 
prisoners together. 

The new; deadline was set to ex- 
pire at 8.00 pan. (local time) tonight. 

Japan also reported that one of the 
jailed radicals the hijackers have 
demanded freed has refused to leave 
•Jail. . 

Bangladesh officials negotiated 
with the hijackers, armed with 
grenades, pistols and plastic ex- 
plosives. to gain the extension; and a 
U.S. diplomat was at Dacca airport 
seeking word on up to nine U.S. : 
citizens believed aboard the plane. 

Tbe terrorists released five 


American residents 
young yoga student, 
tress and a married couple and their 
child — and won food and fuel 
supplies, but they gave no hint of 
their next move. The freed hostages 
reported the passengers and crew 
still aboard the plane were calm as 
their ordeal dragged on. 

Earlier, the hijackers threatened 
to execute John Gabriel, president of 
the Garfield Bank of California in 
Los Angeles, but apparently 
withdrew the threat when told of the 
Japanese government’s decision to 
meet their demands. 

Local officiate indicated the hi- 
jackers obese Gabriel because they 
thenght he was Jewish. U.S. 
Representative George Danielson, a 
California Democrat, who Is a per- 
sonal friend of the 66-year-old 
banker, said in Washington he Is of 
Armenian descent. 

The hijackers took control of the 
JAL DC-8 jet after it left Bombay on 
Wednesday morning on a flight from 
Paris to Tokyo. It landed at the 
Bangladesh capital four hours later. 
’.About two-thirds of the 142 
passengers and all of the 14 crew 
members aboard when the plane 
was hijacked are Japanese. (AP,

UNITED NATIONS. — Deadlock 
between Israel and the U.S. over the

clearer today when Dayan holds his 
last meeting in the current round ot 
talks with Secretary ot State Vance. 
The meeting Is due to be held in New 
York at 9:30 p.m. Israel time. 

Vance will present the American 
position as it has evolved during the 
past 10 days of talks with Israel. 
Arab and Soviet spokesmen. 

Washington’s proposal will be put 
forward on a more formal baste than 
the suggestion centering on a unified 
Arab delegation at Geneva, made by 
Washington as the talks here got un- 
der way over a week ago.

Complaint charges Moda’i 
accepted illegal salary 


Jerusalem Post Bpeporter 
‘Ha’olam Hazeh” reporter Yigal 
Laviv filed a complaint with the 
State Attorney yesterday claiming 
that Energy and Infrastructure 
Minister Yitzhak Moda’l had illegal- 
ly accepted a salary from a foreign 
firm while he was a Knesset 
Member. 

Attached to Laviv ’s complaint was 
« copy of last week's “Ha’olam 
Hazeh,'.’ in which Moda’l is quoted as 
admitting to the payments from the 
Revlon, cosmetics firm. Laviv also 
wrote to Attorney-General Aharon 
Barak that be had a tape recording 
of Mbda’i making such admissions, 
addlng that he was prepared to put 
the tape at Barak’s disposal 
Lavlv's action came immediately 
after Treasury source* said they 
would consider no investigation into 
the matter until a complaint was fil- 
ed. 

Laviv claims that tellable sources 
at Revlon told him that Moda’l, a 
former Revlon manager, received a 
salary estimated at 250,000 a year 
while Moda’i was an MK, and 


despite the fact that MKs are not 
permitted to accept outside salaries. 
Laviv says he has his Revlon 
sources' remarks on tape, and is 
willing to turn these over to Barak as 
well. 

The sources said that the salary 
was eventually terminated by a new 
president of Revlon, Laviv main- 
tained. 

Laviv also stated that the facts of 
the case are known to Revlon’s 
chartered accountant Jn Israel, 
Amos Prushan, and to the com- 
pany's Haifa lawyer, Rahmanl Wolf- 
son, of Zeliuk and Co. Revlon's new 
local manag er, a Mr. Steiner, Is also 
alleged to he acquainted with the 
facts. 

Mod&T has said that the foreign 
currency payments were pension 
funds which he had properly 
declared to the authorities and which 
were not under his control.

YAMIT. — Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin yesterday again 
declared that the Israel government 
approved *on Sunday a complete 
word-for-word version of the 
American proposal for reconvening 
the Geneva conference as it was 
heard, noted down, and passed along 
by Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan. 

‘.We didn’t change a comma of the 
proposal, let alone a word or a 
sentence," Begin said. 

Speaking at ceremonies marking 
the second anniversary of this 
Northern Sinai development town, 
the Prime Minister emphasized 
Israel's readiness for peace 
negotiations with her neighbours. 
But he added that the peace agree- 
ment Israel wants cannot be signed 
with a united Arab delegation and 
can only be concluded by direct 
state-by-state negotiations. 

The Prime Minister also referred 
to the cease-fire which took effect in 
southern Lebanon on Monday mor- 
ning. He said it had been Initiated by 
the Israel Government which asked 
that it take effect as soon as Israel's 
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troops could be pulled out of the 
region. 

He stressed Israel's role In aiding 
the outnumbered Christian minority 
despite the fact they are of different 
opinion, religion and nationality and 
are considered to be Israel’s enemy. 

“The Christian minority would not 
exist today if we didn’t offer our help 
to defend them,” he said. He added 
that the entire Christian, world had 
done nothing to help their cause.

Israel and the U.S. appeared 
sharply divided yesterday over the 
substance of President Jimmy 
Carter’s proposal for a united Arab 
delegation at Geneva — despite the 
Israel Cabinet's purported accep- 
tance of the proposal last Sunday. 

Premier Menahem Begin affirmed 
publicly at Yamit (see below) — and 
privately to The Jerusalem Post — 
that the Cabinet’s acceptance state- 
ment was “word for word" what had 
been agreed between Carter and 
Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan In 
Washington last week. Implicit in 
the .Premier’s assertion was the 
claim, which he reportedly made at 
a top-level forum on Wednesday, and 
which other officials were stating in 
private conversations, that the U.S. 
had shifted its position since the 
Carter-Dayan talk and that was why 
It was now challenging the Israeli 
statement. 

An authoritative American source 


totally denied this yesterday, 
however. The American source told 
The Post that there had been no 
change in America’s position follow- 
ing the meeting with Dayan, and that 
it was therefore wrong to suspect 
that such a change had prompted 
Secretary ot State Cyrus Vance and 
other U.S. officials to disavow the 
Israel Cabinet statement. 

The Cabinet statement said: 

"The Cabinet has authorized the 
Foreign Minister to inform the 
President of the United States that 
the Israeli Government accepts the 
President's proposal on the con- 
ditions relating to the convocation of 
a further session of the Geneva 
Conference. These are: 

A. A united delegation represen- 
ting all the Arab states participating 
in the Geneva Conference will take 
part in the ceremonial opening ses- 
sion. 

B. Arabs of Eretz Israel who are 
not known members of the “PLO”

Syndicated columnists Rowland 
Evans and Robert Novak, writing In 
"The Washington Post,” said that 
the message bad warned that If 
Israel did not withdraw Its troops 
from Lebanon, “Begin could not. 
count on the good offices of the U.S. 
President." 

The columnists said that Israel 
had sent into Lebanon “at least two 
companies of Infantry plus ar- 
moured personnel carriers and 
super-Sherman tanks.” 

They said that the message had 
been conveyed by U.S. Ambassador 
in Israel Samuel Lewis, and it im- 
plied that “The United States could 


not go on financing Israel’s economy 
and security while Israel’s army was 
on the loose in a neighbouring coun- 
try." 

Senator Abraham Riblcoff (D- 
Conn.) was also quoted in the report 
as having complained to visiting 
Foreign Minister Moahe Dayan on 
Israel's settlement policy. 

“I don’t have to apologize for my 
credentials as a friend of Israel,' 
Riblcoff is quoted -as having told 
Dayan during a closed-door session 
of the Foreign Relations Committee 

on September SO. According to 
Evans and Novak, Riblcoff then 
“dropped this warning; More Israeli 
settlements on the West Bask might 
make it impossible for the U.S. to op- 
pose a UN resolution that condemn- 
ed Israel.” 

Evans and Novak also said that 
the U.S. had pressed Saudi Arabia to 
use its Influence on the FLO to 
accept a cease-fire. The reporters 
said that the U.S. had Informed 
Saudi Arabia that without a cease- 
fire In Lebanon, “tbe -President 
would have trouble persuading 
Congress to approve the sale of F-15 
fighter aircraft to Riyadh." 

The State Department did not deny 
this latter allegation on the sale of F- 
lfi's by Evans and Novak. That was 
the only portion of the article of- 
ficially denied.

Ehrlich to visit Bonn 


Finance Minister Slmhn Ehrlich 
will pay an official visit to West Ger- 
many in December, it was agreed 
yesterday at a meeting between tbe 
minister and h Is German counter- 
part in Washington. 

A spokesman for the Finance 
Ministry said that the ministers will 
Hiemum in detail the commercial and 
.economic ties- between the two coon-' 
.tries. Ehrlich will be the first 
member of the Begin government to 
visit West Germany. 


BEIRUT (UPI). — Lebanese army 
units will begin to move south in 
stages by the second week of Oc- 
tober, in coordination with Palesti- 
nian withdrawals from the border 
region, the French-language 
newspaper “L’Orfent-le Jour” said 
yesterday. 

The newspaper said at least 1,000 
men would begin moving south to the 
port of Tyre and the inland market 
town of Nabatiyeh 85 kms. and 95 
kins, south of Beirut respectively, 
“possibly within a few days but at 
latest by the end of the first week of 
October.” 

It said the first Palestinian 
withdrawals would begin at the 
same time, paving the way for the 
army to eventually take up positions 
in tbe towns closest to the border. . 

The Lebanese army — reduced 
from its pre-war strength of 17,000 
men to less than 8.000 troops — was 
expected to move into villages 
directly involved in the border crisis . 
at a later stage. 

Meanwhile, sources close to the 
Lebanese army ’command said that 
the four-day-old U.S. -mediated 
cease-fire appeared to be respected 
by Christian militias and their 
Palestinian rivals. There were 


reports of scattered “minor 
violations.” 

Christian leaders have accused the 
Palestinians of trying to be on their 
best behaviour in southern Lebanon 
only because they want to attend 
reconvened Geneva peace talks. 

'Tm afraid the Palestinians are 
only trying to get a good-conduct cer- 
tificate, to facilitate their attendance 
at the Geneva peace conference,' 
declared Dory Chamoun, a high- 
ranking official of the right-wing 
National Liberal Party. 

Likewise, a Pbalangist leader ac- 
cused the Palestinians of trying to 
use their presence in southern 
Lebanon as leverage to obtain an In- 
vitation to Geneva. Pierre Jemayel . 
said that + h! * would provide Israel 
with a pretext for resuming tbe 
fighting In the South, should the 
Palestine Liberation Organization 
(FLO) refuse to pull out of the area. 

Jemayel criticised the reported 
plan for half of the terrorists to pull 
out to Syria and aQ but 950 of the 
others to withdraw only 10 kms. from 
the Lebanon-Israel border. He called 
for full Palestinian withdrawal from 
all Lebanese villages and restriction 
of the terrorists to camps. 


General Omar Torrljos, the 
Panamanian head of government 
here on an official state visit, said 
last night that all parties to the Arab- 
Israeli conflict should be Involved In 
finding a solution. 

Answering newsmen's- questions 
at the King David Hotel in. the 
Capital. General Torrijos pointed to 
the example of his -own country 
which until recently had refused to 
negotiate with a minority group liv- 
ing along the Panama Canal. But his 
government had come to realize that 
the group, numbering several tens of 
thousands of persons, were “a reali- 
ty which we had to accept, lest a 
major conflict erupted in Panama." 

Newsmen understood from the 
General’s remarks that not only 
should the Palestinians be included 
in the Middle East peace-making 
process — hut also the PLO. . 

General Torrijos stressed, 
however, that his country w a s firmly 
behind Israel’s right to exist as an in- 
dependent state. He suggested that 
were outside forces prepared to 


leave tbe Arabs and Israelis to 
themselves, “they would find a 
peaceful solution” to tbe conflict. 

He also announced that he had in- . 
vited Prime Minister. Menahem 
Begin to visit Panama, and that a . 
final date for the visit would be 
decided upon in November. 

The Panamanian head of govern- 
ment, who concludes his three-day 
visit this morning, spent much of 
yesterday in Galilee and the Golan 
Heights. He visited the Good Fence 
— where he watched Lebanese 
workers returning home from Israel 
laden with chickens and ‘other com- 
modities — as well as Kibbutz Gadot 
and- former Syrian positions in the 
Golan Heights. He was accompanied 
by senior army officers, who gave 
him a detailed description oT the 
topographical features of tbe area. 

Last night. General Torrijos gave 
a banquet at the King David Hotel. 
He was due to leave Israel this 'mor- 
ning in his executive jet, to continue 
hie tour of server al European 
capitals. (Itim).

Ehud Olmert's lawyer yesterday 
submitted to the Tel Aviv District 
Court the defence brief in the IL2m. 
libel suit filed against the Knesset 
member on August 11 by Aluf (res.) 
Rehavam Ze'evi. 

Olmert was not required to answer 
the charges, because of parliamen- 
tary immunity. But he said in the brief 
that he waives his immunity- with 
respect to the holding of hearings (as 
distinguished from the handing down 
of sentence) , in order that the tacts 
may be clarified. 

There are believed to be 
precedents where courts have made 
such a distinction (e-g., where a 
policeman enjoys Immunity), 
although not with regard to Knesset 
members. 

Ze'evi claimed in his suit that 
Olmert's allegations about his un- 
derworld connections had caused 
him inestimable damage- 
Olmert said in his brief that after 
he had discussed the crime problem 
in a radio broadcast In January 1976, 1 
Bezalel Mizrahi, the contractor and 
hotelier, sent Ze’evi to him in an ef- 
fort to get him to reveal the names of 
the criminals he had referred to in 
the broadcast. This, Olmert said, 
only strengthened his suspicions as 
to Mizrahi’s involvement with per- 
sons connected with organized 
crime. 

When he told Ze’evi that .he had 
given the names to the police. 
Olmert reported in his brief, Ze'evi 
replied: “I’m going to the police now 
to get the names ... if you gave them 
to the police, I can get them from 
them.” 

Olmert further said that Ze’evi 
made a practice of issuing threats in 
order to gain his ends and had abus- 
ed his official position and authority. 


(After retiring from the army, 
Ze'evi served as adviser on eputer- 
terrorlsm to Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin). In addition, Ze’evi was 
known for his wild behaviour and Us 
association with persons of 
questionable reputation, according 
to the brief. Consequently. Ze’evi did 
not have a good name that Olmert 
could have sullied. Olmert asserted. 

The brief was submitted by at 
tomey Uari Atzmon. The lawyer also 
requested that the venue be switched 
to Jerusalem, which is both the*- 
residence of the defendant and the 
place where the alleged libels were 
published. 

In another development, a Justice 
Ministry spokesman said yesterday 
that Attorney-General Aharon 
Barak has not decided whether there 
are grounds lor suing "Ha'aretz* 
for libel lor having besmirched the 
good name of the Israel Police. 

On August 30, Police Inspector- 
General Halm Tavori told the 
Knesset Interior Committee that be 
had requested Barak to consider 
whether such action could he taken 
against the newspaper for having 
written that some senior police of- 
ficer must have revealed Informa- 
tion to the underworld. 

The request was sent to the 
Attorney-General on August 21 , The 
Jerusalem Post learned. 

Asked whether five-and-a-half 
weeks was a reasonable period for 
the Attorney-General to study such a 
matter, the spokesman said this was 
not a case where a citizen had re- 
quested that criminal proceedings 
be initiated. Rather, he said, one 
governmental authority bad made a 
request of another governmental 
authority and the Attorney-General 
was “not bound to any time-table."

£L300,000 ball for 
Regavim owners 

TEL AVIV (Itim). — A magistrate 
here yesterday set ILSOO.OOO ball for 
each of the two owners of the 
Regavim earth moving firm, 
Yeshayahu Yarkoni and Moshe 
Kedar, after police claimed they> 
were suspected of defrauding the 
Defence Ministry.

Nobel 
Laureate Isidor I. Rabi described 
Weisgal as “one of the great institu- 
tion builders of our time; an im- 
presario with no first-hand knowledge 
of science, but with a profound un- 
derstanding of and deep sensitivity to 
the scientific spirit." 

A similar tribute was paid by 
Professor Herman F- Mark of the 
Brooklyn Polytechnic Institute, who 
headed the planning committee 
which had directed the expansion of 
the Sieff Institute into the Weizmann 
Institute. “The .principles which 
enabled Meyer Weisgal to become 
the founder and keeper of one of the 


great cultural centres of our modern 
world were rare in themselves and 
rarer yet when combined: un- 
shakable confidence In the ultimate 
attainment of his high ideals; deep 
and benevolent respect for the 
human qualities of all people; and 
above all, a delightful and unexter- 
minable sense of humour which 
enabled him to look serenely and 
philosophically on the flood of human 
deficiencies which he encountered so 
often during his career." 

From 1949 to 1966 Mr. Weisgal was 
Chairman of. the Institute’s Ex- 
ecutive Council, and in 1966 he was 
elected President of the Institute, 
serving as such until 1970. when he 
was appointed the Institute’s 
Chancellor. 

In November, 1952, he was named 
Chairman of Yad Chaim Weizmann, 
the National Memorial to Dr. Weiz- 
mann created Jointly by the govern- 
ment, the Jewish Agency and the 
Weizmann Institute. Among the 
programmes undertaken by Yad 
Weizmann were the establishment of 
the Weizmann Archives and the 
collecting, annotating, editing and 
publishing of Dr. Weizmann's 
Letters endpapers, of which Weisgal 
was General Editor. 

Through these years, he continued 
to play a major role on the Jewish 
cultural and artistic scene. In 1957, at 
the request of Prime Minister David 
Ben-Gurion, he accepted the chair- 
manship of the World Committee for 
the Observance of Israel's Tenth An- 
niversary. His close connection with 
the arts led him to become Chairman 
df the' Board of Directors oS 'Pel Aviv's 
Cameri Theatre and the Initiator of 
the Itrik Manger Prize for Yiddish 
Literature. He also served as editor 
of "Chaim Weizmann — Statesman, 
Scientist, Builder of the Jewish Com- 
monwealth" published in 1944 and 
“Chaim Weizmann, A Biography by 
Several Hands" published in 1963. In 
1972, his own memoirs, entitled 
"Meyer Weisgal... So Far.” were 
published in the U.S., Britain. Ger- 
many and Israel. These books were 
translated into several other 
languages and enjoyed wide critical 
and popular acclaim. 

Among the honours conferred upon 
Weisgal were the Weizmann 
Institute's first Ph.D. Honoris Causa 
(1964); an Honorary Doctorate of 
Brandeis University 11969): an 
Honorary Doctorate of the Hebrew 
University of Jerusalem (1969) ; the 
Rothschild Prize for Merit. (1969) 
awarded to him at a ceremony held- 
in the Knesset; the Remembrance 
Award of the World Federation of 
Bergen- Belsen Associations (1974) 
and the King Solomon Award of the 
Amerjca-Iarael Cultural Foundation 
(1976). 

He is survived by his wife, Shirley 
and their three children: Emanuel 
(the actor, producer and director 
known professionally as Michael 
Wager), Helen (Amirt and David, 
and by seven grandchildren.

PETAH TIKVA. — The ancient 
name of this town, which celebrates 
its centenary this year, was Ogdor, a 
place-name mentioned in the 
Mishna, according to archaeologist 
Y&akov Kaplan. 

Dr. Kaplan, curator of the Tel Aviv 
Museum of Archaeology, yesterday 
addressed the Israel Exploration 
Society, which devoted its 34th an- 
nual meeting to the Sharon area. 

Because Ogdor was in the proximi- 
ty of Pegasb, a Greek town, the wine 
of Ogdor was not permitted for Jews, 
the Mishna ruled. Dr. Kaplan said 
Pegash is identified with the Greek 
Pagal. which the Arabs called Fejja 
— now a suburb of Petah Tikva. 

When he interviewed the progeny 
of some of Petah Tikva’s early 
settlers. Dr. Kaplan waa told that 
they had had numerous fights with 
the villagers of "Jeldar," a locality 
near Um-Labbes, where Petah 
Tikva was established. “Jeidar'' is 
clearly a corruption of Ogdor, Dr. 


Kaplan claims. 

Um-Labbes itself was a corruption 
of the Crusader name of *'Bulbos," 
Kaplan said. The remains of the 
Bulbos castle have been unearthed 
in an area known to Petah Tikva 
residents as "the Grlnstein 
Orchard." But very little remains of 
the structure. 

At the opening of the society's 
congress, on Wednesday. Prof. 
Binyaroin Mazar, the group's presi- 
dent. delivered an address at the site 
of ancient Afek, on the outskirts of 
Petah Tikva. President Ephraim 
Katzir also spoke, congratulating the 
town on its centenary. 

Prof. Mazar said the prophet 
Isiaiah had maintained that for the 
Millennium to be achieved in his time, ' 
Israel should act as a balance 
between Egypt and Assyria, stop- 
ping the imperialistic expansion of 
both of these kingdoms along the 
Middle East's trade routes. "But 
only during the 70 years of David and 
Solomon’s rule was Israel strong 
enough — a minipower in her own 


right — to be able to fulfil the 
prophet's aspirations." 

Prof. Ylgael Yadin told the con- 
vocation that “but for a whim of the 
Turkish administration 100 years 
ago. Petah Tikva would have been 
created near Jericho”. Yadin said 
Petah Tikva, which means “the gate 
of hope,” la a prophetic description 
of the future of a barren valley near 
the Dead Sea. "Already the Essenes 
in Kumran were seeking to fulfil the 
prophesy at the place where they 
thought the foresaken valley waa — 
and established the first kibbutz on 
earth.” 

Prof. Yadin added that the Sharon 
Valley, where Petah Tikva was mov- 
ed to, “was also an accursed area In 
Biblical times — it was only the 
energy of the Jewish settlers of the 
past century which made it an 
emblem of prosperity." 

Yesterday, Minister of Education 
and Culture Zevuiun Hammer open- 
ed the Petah Tikva Museum of 
Archeology, where the finds of the 
Aphek digs will be kept.

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West German army students 
hold symbolic ‘Jew-burning’ 




BONN, West Germany (AP). — tonan army lieutenants staged a sym-. 
boBc “burning ef Joirs” at tee VM German aimed tor oea aMverafty In 
Munich, wd school authorities bushed up the February M Incident, a 
German newspaper said yesterday. 

The report — which is being investigated by the Defence Ministry in 
Bonn — raised the possibility of another neo-Nazi scandal in the West 
German armed forces. _ 

A year ago, two top German air force generals were fired for defending 

the visit of a Nazi war hero at a Luftwaffe fighter base. 

According to the “Frankfurter Rundschau," eight or 10 officers were 
involved in the anti-Semitic indent during ah evening drinking bout at 
the Bundeswehr University's student centre. 

Nazi “si eg heil” salutes were exchanged and the Nasi hymn “Horst 
Weasel Lied" sung as the young officers burned papers scribbled with the 
word "Judea" (Jews) in waste baskets, the newspaper said. 

Other officers intervened to halt the demonstration, hut the university 
failed to punish the lieutenants and to report the incident to the Defence 
Ministry, in violation at military regulations, the newspaper said. 

“After intensive questioning of the students involved. I found they were 
not convinced and Incorrigible anti-Semites and Nazis, but rather im- 
mature young soldiers with a deplorable lack of insight and Information," 
a school spokesman told the newspaper. 

The officers, who are education students, were ordered to attend 
special lectures on the Nasi era, but they were net otherwise ffiadpHned, 
tiie spokesman said. 

Another young officer who was caught smearing swastikas on a univer- 
sity seminar paper on April 21 was punished by military authorities, but 
they declined to reveal what the punishment was or to admit any link 
between that incident and the one involving the lieutenants. 

An apparent outcome of such incidents, however, has been the addition 
to the institution's curriculum of a cou rs e entitled “Education under 
National Socialism,” the newspaper said. 

Over 2,000 career officers study at the university, mostly in engineering 
and sciences . 

Defence Minister Georg Leber said he had been informed of the 
February Incident only on Wednesday. He added that he favoured in- 
vestigating such matters, even if they were staged by "intoxicated out- 
siders.” 

Heinz Galinskl, chairman of West Berlin's Jewish community, said he 
was outraged by the incident and demanded that the "anti-Semitic 
cr iminals in officers unif orms" be dismissed from the Bundeswehr. He 
said he would sign a criminal complaint if this action was not taken. 

Ham Lamm, the head of the Israeli cultural centre In Munich, said he 
was terrified by toe “Jew burning game.” He said that even If the 
students w ere drunk, they showed t h ei r reel way of flunking.

German reunification ‘inevitable’ 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI). — West 
German Foreign Minister Hana- 
Dietrich Genscher said yesterday 
the eventual reunification of East' 
and West Germany Is an historical 
Inevitability that will defy 
ideological differences. 

He told the UN General Assembly 
that Bonn's treaty with East Ger- 
many "has laid a foundation on 
which the two German states can 
live together.” 

From that policy, Genscher said in 
his prepared text, West Germany in- 
tends “to work for a state of peace in 


Europe in which the German nation 
will recover its unity in free self- 

determination. 

"We are certain," he said, that 1 
.“here again history will show that a 
nation's will for unity will assert 
itself. Nobody can elude the logic of 
history by using ideology as a subter- 
fuge." 

Genscher also reiterated Bonn's 
support of Israel’s right to exist but 
its insistence that Israel get out of 
Arab territories occupied since 1967. 

He urged a reconvening “as soon 
as possible” of MJckEe East peace 


talks in Geneva and a aid "the 
Palestinians must participate . In 
these negotiations. * '. Put he made no 
mention of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization. 

Genscher also deplored Israel's 
policy of establishing new 
settlements In occupied territory. 
"The road to negotiations must not ‘ 
be blocked by creating faits ac- 
complio iinilaterally, " be said. 


Genscher called for new UN steps 
to stop the arms race and nuclear 
proliferation. ■ ■ 



Curious world of curbstone brokers

NEW YORK ( AP) . — The tight little 
world of Manhattan’s diamond dis- 
trict la crammed into one midtown 
block where rents soar to gl t 0QQ-a- 
month for a few square feet and 
gems worth millions are casually ex- 
changed on the curb. 

. It la a world of security — of 
peepholes, alarm systems and dos- 
ed circuit television cameras recor- 
ding every movement In elevators, 
dangerous hallways and the larger 
offices. 

An estimated 80 per cent of the 
UJ5. commerce in diamonds goes on 
in the block of West 47th Street 
between Fifth and Sixth Avenues, 
just a block south of the edge of 
Rockefeller Center. 

The value of that trade Is a closely 
guarded figure but by one Informed 
estimate it might go as high as 
3400m. a day. 

It is also, in the opinion of some 
who work there, a world where dia- 
mond brokers take Incredible risks 
by engaging In their curbstone com- 
merce when they could be assured of 
safety inside buildings. 

And. on Wednesday, it was a world . 
disturbed by the brutal slaying of 
broker Pinch as Jaroslawicz, 25, 
whose body was found in the office of 
a gem cutter whom police were 
questioning. 

A man spread a newspaper with 
the headlined story of the slaying on 
the hood of a parked police car and a 
crowd quickly gathered to read and 
talk. In an elevator another 
newspaper reader looked up. 
"Ghoulish thing,” he muttered to no 
one in particular. 

Brokers like Jaroslawicz sue the 
middlemen on the street, - taking 
gems from Importers and seeking 
buyers among the manufacturers, 
retailers and cutters. Once they are 
known in the tight little community 
of dealers, they can sign ' for the 
stones. 

At night the stones are either 
returned to the owner or stored in a 
vault rented by the broker In any of 
several large diamond dealer 
buildings on the block. When a sale Is

made, the proceeds are turned over 
to the importer, minus the broker’s 
commission. 

Office space on the block is costly, 
and often several tenants will share 
a tiny space. On the street level, 
retailers rent tiny booths with barely 
room to turn around for 2700 to 31,000 
a month. The higher rent Includes 
display space in a window on the 
street. 

It sounds incredibly high, but as 
one man put it, "Let’s face it, if they 
weren't making money they 
wouldn't pay it." 

Two uniformed policemen are 
assigned to the one block during the 


day. Other protection Is less 
noticeable. "The anti-crime squad 
likes this block." said uniformed of- 
ficer Arnold Miller with a knowing 
smile. 

In the lobby of the Diamond Club 
building at 80 W. 47th St.; where 
Jaroslawicz rented a vault, three 
television monitors show the interior 
of the three elevators. The. building 
bristles with security. 

“They don't listen," a club, 
employee said sadly, recounting, 
several instances of brokers robbed 
by thieves who apparently observed 
them closing deals- in the street. 
“They're very lax."

S. Africa still maintains its nuclear test site

WASHINGTON. — Although It has 
promised to forgo development of 
atomic weapons. South Africa has 
not. dismantled its Kalahari desert' 
nuclear test -facility and. probably 
could explode a bomb any time' -It 
wished,. KfCarter Administration of- 
ficial said this week. 

The official said Pretoria might 
teat a nuclear device as “an ultimate 
gesture of defiance” if the UN votes 
new sanctions against Its white 
supre mac y regime. 

The U.S. official adds that the Ad- 
ministration Is quite concerned 
about the situation. The official, who 
is in a position to read all U.S. in- 
telligence repents filed on the subject 
and asked not to be quoted by name, 
said some of Carter’s advisers 
believe Pretoria feels it has little to 
lose from exploding a nuclear 
device, because it already has few 
international supporters. 


"I think South Africa — very muck 
like Israel — has a view of Armaged- 
don.

MIAMI (AP). — Television star Telly Savalas may be 
called upon to testify in the trial of a 15-year-old youth 
whose attorney claims may have been inspired to murder 
his neighbour by an episode in the "Kojak” series. ■ 
Defence attorney Ellis Rubin told the jury here on 
Wednesday that his client Ronny Zamora's slaying of an 
88-year-old woman was very, similar to a crime portrayed 
in a "Kojak” episode. He said he had subpoenaed " Ko- 
jak" star Telly Savalas. 

Rubin, who entered a plea of "innocent" on behalf of 
Zamora, said that his client was a confused and alienated 
youth who turned to television as a substitute for real life. 

Ass i st a nt State Attorney Tom Headley, however, por- 
trayed Zamora as a cool, aloof killer who treated friends 
to a Chinese dinner hours otter he robbed and shot his 83- 
year-old neighbour, socialite Elinor Haggart. 

Headley said Mrs. Haggart was shot with her own gun 
to keep her from going to the police after she caught 
Zamora and Darrell Agrella ransacking her home. 

He said the woman was coldly "executed” after she 


requested a last look at pictures of her husband and was 
-given a glass of whiskey. 

Zamora and Agrella, 14, are charged with first-degree 
murder. They are also accused of breaking into Mrs. 
Haggart's Miami Beach home, taking 6415, piling jewelry 
and silverware into her car and then driving, several, 
friends to Disney World for a two-day spree. Both are be- 
ing tried as adults. Agrella will be tried separately. 

Rubin also blamed Zamora's home life for toe crime. 
He said the boy was born illegitimately in Gosta Rica, 
then lived with relatives for four years while his mother . 
worked In the U.S. He said the youth learned only last 
week that bis stepfather Is not his real parent. 

“He was told, *we found you in a garbage can’," said 
Buhls, who told the jury the boy was often punished with 
beatings and then “plopped down In front of the tube.” 

"This la a documented case of a sociopath who could 
aot distinguish If be was la a television play or the real 
world,” Rubin said. "How else conU be kill Ms own

NAIROBI. — Somali insurgents yesterday claimed to 
control a quarter of Ethiopia as they marched on a se- 
cond Ethiopian stronghold north of the Ogaden desert 
the old walled city of Harar, diplomatic sources in the 
Ethiopian capital said yesterday. 

The sources said the Somalia mounted an intense ar- 
tillery barrage of the town of Babile, about 30 fans, east of 
Harar. The attack has been going on for two days. 

The Somalis reported that 80 Ethiopian troops were 
killed at Babile on Tuesday, and large quantities of arms- 
and ammunition captured by the Western Somali Libera- 
tion Front (WSLF). 

' The reports indicated that the Somalis achieved con- 
siderable success in their efforts to push westward to 
Harar from the former Ethiopian tank base at Jijiga, 
some 90 fans, from the Somali border. 

Babile lies on the main road running between Harar 
and Jijiga. The Somalis are. in complete control of the 
strategic town of Jijiga. A number of Western cor- 
respondents visited the town on Wednesday, confirming 
the Soman claims. Bat the Ethiopian military Junta still 
claims that Jijiga is held by the government 

The WSLF captured Jijiga on August 27 after a two- 
week battle in which they claimed 12,000 Ethiopian 
soldiers were killed, captured or wounded. 

The rebels reported that in the month since they cap*, 
tured Jijiga. their forces have advanced two thirds of the 
way to their next major target, Harar. They said when 
they capture Harar, Dire Daws and Awash, all in the 
northern Ogaden, they will complete their conquest of the 
territory in eastern Ethiopia which Somalia claims as 
part of Greater Somalia. 

Jijiga. at the gateway to the Ethiopian central 
highlands, la 400 fans, from Addis Ababa, the Ethiopian 
capital. 

During their 24-hour stay, the six correspondents and 
two television crews saw destroyed Ethiopian army forts, 
millions of dollars worth of abandoned military equip- 
ment and the decomposing bodies of nine Ethiopian 
soldiers. 

At an army camp on the outskirts, the ground was 
littered with mortar casings, barracks were riddled with 


bullet holes and five U.S.-made M-41 tanka had been left 
be Mud- 

Hillside ammunition dumps of tbe 3rd Ethiopian tank 
battalion were stacked chest-high with am m unition.' 

Abdullahi labi, the local Somali commander, claimed 
that about 30,000 Ethiopian soldiers and militiamen were 
defending the town. 

“The Ethiopians had poor morale,” said Abdullahi. 
“When we concentrated our fire they panicked and began 
running away.” 

The visitors saw about 15 abandoned tanks, including 
two Soviet-made T-34a. Tbe rebels said the Ethiopians 
lost a total of 48 tanks. 

When the reporters asked to see the graves of the slain 
defenders. Abdullahi said the bodies were burned to pre- 
vent disease, and the prisoners had been transferred to 
camps elsewhere. 

Despite the damage to the army installations, only 
about half a dozen of the town’s one-storey brick 
buildings were damaged. Many of the 20,000 inhabitants 
have returned to their homes. 

' “How would you feel if your country was free today for 
the first time?" a Jijiga elder, Hussein Gere Llban, asked 
the visitors. . 

Diplomats say they believe the Somalis will encounter 
a far more difficult objective la Harar, where the Ethio- 
pian army’s Third Division has its headquarters. 

The town lies in hilly terrain, affording the Ethiopian 
defenders a strategic advantage and limiting tbe deploy- 
ment of tanks on a large scale, which the Somalis used to 
great effect in the fighting for Jijiga. 

The sources said the advancing Somali offensive has 
not produced any new outward signs of unrest or panic in 
the Ethiopian capital. 

“It is hard to believe this is a city at war,” one diplomat 

commented. 

The Somalis have pledged to continue fighting until 
they “liberate” all land which they consider part of an 
historical “greater Som alia ” that was dismembered un- 
der colonialism. The Ogaden was ceded to Ethiopia at the 
turn of the century. 

The Somalis have Indicated that they intend to push 
their offensive up to the Awash River, which would bring 
them within 100 fans, of Addis Ababa. (AP, UPI, Reuters!

TEHERAN (UPI). — Iranian health 
authorities admitted for the first 
time yesterday that a “cholera 
type” disease had killed 47 people 
here and in a nearby town. 

The Health Ministry announce- 
ment did not say if casualties had oc- 
curred in other areas of the country, 
but said the epidemic had been 
detected in “some regions” of Iran. 

The announcement said the dis- 
ease is “completely under control 
and there is no cause for alarm.” 

Medical ’sources said on 
September 17 that several hundred 
cases of cholera had been confirmed 
in Iran, but the Health Ministry 
denied the reports. 

The medical sources also said a 
cover-up of tbe cholera outbreak in 
the country was under way. 

Earlier this month, health 
authorities also denied a story in the 
English language "Kayhan" 
newspaper that 12 suspected cholera 
patients had been admitted to 
Teheran hospitals. 


The Health Ministry announce- 
ment yesterday said that from the 
beginning of the Iranian year 
(March 21), 948 persons suffering 
from dysentery and vomiting had 
been admitted to hospitals In Qom. a 
religious university town 100 tan. 
south of Teheran. 

Tests conducted on the patients 
showed that 330 of them were vic- 
tims of el tor, a strain of cholera, it 
said. 

The Turkish Health Ministry said 
yesterday that five cases of cholera 
had been found in the southeast of 
the country, officially confirming tor 
the first time that tbe epidemic had 
reached Turkey. 

The Ministry said that the five 
cases — three Syrians and two Turks 
— had been discovered In the 
Gazlantep Province adjoining Syria. 
All five were said to have had the dis- 
ease when they crossed the frontier 
recently from Syria, one of the 
severely affected countries.

MANHASSET. New York (AP). — 
Brenda and Linda, six-month-old 
Siamese twins separated during a 
delicate and lengthy operation, were 
reported a bit lonely, but in good con- 
dition on Wednesday. 

Doctors said “the prognosis is 
very goodl They should have perfect- 
ly normal bodies and a normal life.” 
Tbe infants were expected to be 
released from hospital in about three 
weeks. 

However. It was apparent that the 
twin girls, who spent the first months 
of their lives face-to-face, attached 
from the lower rib cage to a single 
naval, need a little time to adapt to 
their new circumstances. 

“They cry, they're irritable and 
there’s a lot of movement when 
they’re not together,” said Dr. Rita 


Harper, chief of North Shore 
Hospital's high-risk Infant care unit. 
“They just have to adjust to being 
alone." 

To ease their transition into in- 
dividuality, doctors placed the twin 
girls on the same bed. That done, 
they quickly quieted down. 

One became two on Tuesday wben 
Dr. Kenneth Kenlgsberg, a 
pediatric surgeon, led a team of 20 
doctors through tbe 4% -hour opera- 
tion. 

The parents — 24-year-old Glenda 
McCall, a nurse’s aide, and her 29- 
year-old husband, Arthur — both ex- 
pressed delight that the operation 
had been a success. But they said 
they did not plan to have any more 
children. 


Brazil pushes for higher coffee prices 


LONDON (UPI). — Brazil made a 
fighting defence of coffee's high 
price yesterday and urged new 
measures to keep it high. 

Dr. Camillo Calazans. president of 
the Brazilian Coffee Institute, and 
perhaps the most powerful single 
man in the coffee world, rejected 
calls for a coffee price freeze and 
warned of an actual shortage to come 

“The situation Is even more 
serious now than it was a year ago.” 
Calazans told the International 
Coffee Council. Brazil’s reserve 
stocks, which have staved off shor- 
tages for the past 15 years, are now 
exhausted. “There do not exist, for 
practical purposes, coffee stocks in 
Brazil,” he said. ~ 

“And slnc tr cog entrees mature so. 
slowly,- there 6 no way to produce 


more coffee quickly enough to cover 
tbe deficit of next year's crop. 

“Furthermore, the cycle of frosts 
in Brazil indicates that next year will 
be one of extreme danger, with a 
high probability of another crop- 
killing frost,” Calazans said. 

He gave strong support to a Mex- 
ican proposal for a system of world 
stocks to stabilize coffee's price and 
rejected the plea made by Colombia 
on Monday to cut coffee prices to 
“suit the man in tbe street.” . 

Some other producer nations voic- 
ed support for Brazil's tough line. 
One or two echoed Calazans’ de- 
mand that “the price of coffee must 
always be at a parity with the prices 
of industrial -goods” — a recurrent 
demaifuby coffee-producing 
nation^.

For he on 
honey-dew hath fed, and drunk the 
milk of Paradise." 

Uri did not have this effect on me.

As for weaving a 
circle around him, I would advise 
everyone, including Television 
House, to do so, until he baa 
recovered from the hangover in- 
duced by ali that honey-dew and 
Paradisiacal liquid. 

It was not enough to close our 
eyes; we also had to close our ears.

AT 8:80 on the dot, on the Sunday 
morning before Rosh Hashana, a 
group of about 60 Israelis crossed the 
border Into Lebanon at Kibbutx 
Hanita bound for the village of Alma 
esh-Sha’ab. The visit fitted no usual 
category of crossing: not infiltration 
for a raid, not armed assault, cer- 
tainly not simple tourism. At 12:30 
on the dot, right on schedule, they 
were back. 

Six Jewish civilians — five men 
and one woman — were among the 
visitors. The majority were Chris- 
tian Arabs from northern Israel with 
relatives in Alma, going to attend a 
memorial service for Captain 
George Farrah, a village hero and 
Fhalanglst commander, who fell in 
action 40 days earlier. Two of the 
Jewish visitors delivered eulogies — 
In Hebrew, though both speak fluent 
Arabic. 

A little ancient history, to expand 
an already incredibly complicated 
situation. It Is just 20 years since the 
U.S. intervened In Lebanon at the 
request of Its Christian President It 
Is 37. years since Hagana squads 
crossed over at Hanita as part of the 
Allies' operations against the Axis; a 
few months later In 1941, the Free 
French declared their intention of 
making Lebanon an Independent 
republic, over the objections of Syria 
and Vichy France. And It Is almost 
exactly 40 years since Chaim Weiz- 
mann told the President of Lebanon, 
In Paris, of his optimistic vision of 
"an enduring alliance between the 
Jewish and the Lebanese State.”

Woodstock Festival of some years 
ago. Israeli pop and rock fans face 
little danger of being- washed away 
by torrential rains if they decide to 
attent tomorrow night’s scheduled 
Ncviot Festival. .

But, he says, for the pur- 
poses of a one-night stand, ail the ar- 
tists have agreed to shelve their 
differences and cooperate fully. 
“Their attitude to this festival has ! 
proved quite exceptional," he says, 
and hopes for an audience of 20,000 
or more. 

Entrance tickets are priced at 
IL50, and ticket-holders will be en- 
titled to a 30' per cent reduction on 
Egged and Arkia transport, depar- 
ting on Friday, returning “sometime 
Sunday morning."

Harrelson hopes to increase the 
number of junior scholars coming to 
the institute, particularly those who 
are at the level of preparing their 
doctoral dissertations. Tantur’s uni- 
que setting, the opportunities for 
feedback from and interaction with 
senior scholars, and a. wide range of 
enriching experiences, give promise 
of a valuable year for those who an- 
ticipate a career in teaching. 

From the very beginning, various 
branches of Orthodoxy were in- 
volved In Tantur. Dr. Harrelson, 
however, expresses regret that 'the 
ties have not been as close as 
originally intended. Both Tantur and 
the churches of Eastern Christianity 
stand to gam from shared life and 
closer collaboration, he believes. 

While serious scholarly research is 
Tantur’s raison d'btre, 
archaeological and historical field 
tripe as well as warship are impor- 
tant components of the year’s 
programme. Through their ex- 
perience here, many have also found 
personal renewal. Walter Harrelson 
believes that this year, too, residents 
may find “the well springs of faith 
touched anew” in a praying com- 
munity.

Deuteronomy l3S:fbil) and Ephraim 
— Menaahe (33:17) are mentioned . 
And yet this, too, does not deviate 
from the rule that nowhere are more 
than 12 tribes enumerated: Simeon 
la mentioned, unsung, unblessed! 


but he thought it best not to give 
East-West the opportunity to share 
more information.

Madwoman of St. Sulpfce, the 
Madwoman of P&ssy, the 
Madwoman of La Concorde, who 
arrive in their finery as befitting 
their status; one even brings along 
her invisible dog. 

“THE MADWOMAN of ChaUkrt" is a 
bittersweet, sentimental fairy tale 
with a hard core of irony, fix a world 
ruled by pimps, where men are 
capable of destroying the city that is 
the Holy of Holies of mankind, only 
the mad and those living on the 
margins of society, and therefore, 
free, are capable of bringing salva- 
tion. 

Written in 1942 (Glcaudouae died in 
1944 and the play was not produced 
until 1946), in a country In which 
every few years an “affaire" shakes 
the entire financial establishment, 
the subject of “The Madwoman" is 
forever topical, since, mankind be- 
ing a sinful race, corruption Is ever 
present. Our time and place not be- 
ing ah~ exception, director Sam 
Besekow had a good opportunity to 
bring the play Into a strong timely 
focus, which he did not, unfortunate- 


ly so, in my opinion. 1 found the 
production on the whole rather on 
the unimaginative side, with 
Glraudonx's whimsy and poetry, and 
the sad gaiety missing. The opening 
scene, on the terrace of a cafe, with 
the conspirators huddled at a table, 
and the motley crowd of oh-so- 
Parisian characters milling about, a 
scene that delighted me in other 
productions of the play I have seen, 
was sadly flat. And the un- 
imaginative dicor and costumes 
(the play is a costume designer’s 
paradise!) of Lars Juhl (like direc- 
tor Besekow a guest from Denmark) 
does not improve things. 

Neither does the acting. Edna 
Fliedel toned down her customary 
over-exuberance, but she did not do 
justice to the colourful, warm, rich 
personality of the Madwoman, one of 
the great feminine roles In modern 
dramaturgy. The acting in other 
parts, too. Is undistinguished: not 
one performance in the cast of 24 
stands out. 

T. Carml put a great deal of effort 
into translating Giraudoux's poetic < 
prose, a language full of subtleties 
and allusions. Into every-day 
Hebrew.- and he allowed himself 
such little jokes as renaming a cor- 
rupt financier “Flacharon."

The uranium conspiracy

AGAINST THE picturesque 
background of the 17th century 
houses and canals of the centre of 
Amsterdam, shooting started on 
September l of the first part of The 
Uranium Conspiracy, a new Israell- 
Italian-Weat German co-production 
being made by Golan Globus 
Productions. Director Men ahem 
Golan (Operation Thunderbolt) 
again has Adam Greenberg as his 
director of photography. 

The movie is based on the dis- 
closure by Time Magazine at the end 
of May of the disappearance in 1968, 
somewhere between Antwerp and 
Genoa, of a cargo of 200 tons of crude 
uranium. It was later alleged that 
the uranium had been transferred to 
an Israeli vessel somewhere in the 
Eastern Mediterranean, to he used 
for the nuclear reactor of Dimona. 


The brain behind the operation was 
said to be an Israel secret agent who 
had also been involved In the killing 
of an Arab waiter Jn Liilehammer. in 
Norway, in 1973. 

The screenplay has been adapted 
by David Paulsen from a story he 
wrote together with journalist 
Yeshayahu Ben-Porat. It is even 
more colourful than the “real" 
story, and for its mixture of spying, 
mystery and love — of a kind — the 
team will move on, after a month in 
Amsterdam, to West Germany. Ita- 
ly. Gibraltar and finally Israel, 
where shooting will take place main- 
ly in Jerusalem and some kibbutzim.

come decile would not be affected at 
all because it is below the tax 
threshold. The effect would still be 
regressive, much much less than the 
Treasury proposes — ranging from 
an income fall of 2.07 per cent in the 
second decile to 0.68 per cent in the 
top income group. 

A similar, somewhat more 
regressive result would be obtained 
if credit points and allowances for all 
children, together, were cut by 10.1 
per cent across the board. The lowest 
three income groups would lose an 
average of 2.5 per' cent, and the top 
three, 0.85 per cent of their Income. 

If. Instead of cutting allowances or 
credit points, either income taxes or 
National Insurance premiums were 
raised, even uniformly for all Income 
groups, so that taxes would not 
become more progressive than now, 
the least regressive results would be 
obtained. A uniform increase of a 
mere 1.23 per cent at income tax 
would yi e ld the same ILS40m., and 
would distribute the burden In a 
slightly progressive form. The lowest j 
income group would not be affected, 
the next two would pay an average of 
0.9 per cent more tax. and the top 
three income groups would pay 1.1 
per cent more than now. A similar, 
slightly regressive result would 
come from raising National In- 
surance premiums by 1.7 per cent. 

THE FACT that the Treasury seems 
to have chosen the most regressive 
alternative of all — disregarding. -of 
course, the entire range of other 
possibilities for putting IL840m. from 
the budget — raises some serious 
questions. If the Treasury is Ignorant 
of the results of Its proposals, the 
question arises how major policy 
decisions of this kind are made. In 
fact, the Treasury cannot claim ig- 
norance. because a similar analysis 
was made by the National Insurance 
Institute in December, 3976 and Is 
available to the Treasury. 

But even on the far-fetched 
assumption that the Treasury does 
not know — the question is why it 
does not ask the Institute to prepare 
alternative options? Surely. If the 
Treasury is prepared to tamper with 
the income-tax reform by abolishing 
the child allowances, which are part 
and parcel of it, then the tax rates set 
down by the reform are no holler? 

But In truth, there Is more than a 
suspicion that the Treasury 
proposals are the -product of callous 
indifference to their, social conse- 
quences. After all, the people respon- 
sible for concocting such policies 
generally belong to the top-income 
deciles, where income is high and 
children are few. And the people they 
know and meet are of the same kind. 
In addition, harrassed by the 
pressure of year-to-year budgeting, 
by the need to put out brushfires, to 
improvise and invent gimmicks of 
how to cut the budget, they have 
short memories and tend to forget 
how the child allowances came about 
and what they really are. 

The present government has a 
remarkable habit of shooting, {talf- 
bxkeduldeas from r-lha hip^i Oato- 
tunately. the marksmanship is not 
very good. It might be a«geod idea to 
study policy proposals and their 
ramifications before they are aired 
publicly. It might also be a good idea 
to shy away from proposals that are 
fathered by Ignorance and mothered 
by indifference.

Preparations are now going Into 
high gear for ISRATEC '78, an ex- 
hibition by Israel's metalworking 
and electronics Industries. 

In many ways this event follows 
previous metal industry weeks, the 
last of which was held at the Tel Aviv 
Hilton in October 1975. But ISRATEC 
*78 will be larger and also Include 
electronic equipment Further diver- 
sification will be Introduced by the 
ISRAQUA exhibit of water uae 
equipment, which will take place at 
the same time in Tel Aviv. ISRATEC 
will be held at Binyenei Ha'ooma In 
Jerusalem. June 4-8, 1978. - 

More than 200 Israel Anns are ex- 
pected to participate in ISRATEC, 
including about 25 producers of elec- 
tronic components and instruments. 
The variety of products to be shown 
wfl] be greater because during the 
last three years Israel's industry has 
continued to grow . 

The progress of the industry is best 
measured by its export perfor- 
mance. Foreign sales of metalwork- 
ing and electronics industries in- 
creased by 112 per cent between 1974 

and 1976, from 6214.5m. to 9455.5m. 
There has been a further IT per cent 
advance In the first half of this year. 

To some extent these gains were 
marked up by the country's larger 
producers, such as Israel Aircraft 


Industries. Together with its various 
•subsidiaries this company marked 
up 8100m. in foreign sales to 1978/77. 
It projects 8180m. exports tor the 
current year. 

The efforts of these larger com- 
panies, however, were 1 ably second- 
ed by those of well over a hundred 
small and very small enterprises. A 
recent study showed, for instance, 
that a dozen or so agricultural 
machinery manufacturers here have 
fewer than 500 employees between 
them, bift that baa not prevented 
them from Increasing their foreign 
sales by over 150 per cent In three 
years. 

Much of the success abroad rests 
on original research and product 
design,' even among small Israel 
firms. Iscar, for instance, is far from 
being a large cutting tool manufac- 
turer, by world standards, but its In- 
novative activity has won much 
attention among customers all over 
the world. Not surprisingly. tht* par- 
ticular industry — composed of only 
half a dozen firms — increased its 
foreign sales by 50 per cent In 1978. 

The fact is that our industry is 
gradually establishing an inter- 
national reputation for Its inven- 
tiveness and flexibility. By the time 
seme of the world giants pi»h policy 
decisions through their numerous 
committees, some of the firms here 
have defined the problem, solved It 
and are ready to market the product.

At that stage, however, problems 
tend to arise. Because they are 
relatively small, most of our firms 
cannot develop adequate Inter- 
nationa] sales organizations. 
Consequently they fall to extract 
maximum benefit from their 
development efforts. A few have 
managed to overcome that difflcultv 


— Iscar is again a good example, 
with subsidiaries and sales represen- 
tations oft three continents —. but 
most firms are still looking for 
solutions. 

Observers believe the ISRATEC 
exhibition next year will help 
provide some answers to this 
problem. Several hundred business

Special ‘task force’ to 
beef up tax collection

The Treasury to considering set- 
ting up a special task force to 
strengthen the .income tax ad- 
ministration, Deputy Finance 
Minister Yehezkel Fluxnin told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday. 

Over two hundred tax officials 
have left the civil service In recent 
months. The remaining staff are 
hardly able to cope with current 
assessments, let alone tackle the 
820,000 open files which have piled up 
over the last few years. 

The idea now being examined is to 
offer economists, accountants and 
administrative staff incentives to 
transfer from their present posts for a 
year or two, to act as tax assessors. 
The offer is not only for government 
officials but for people throughout 
the public service. Those chosen will 
receive intensive additional train- 
ing. 


The type of incentives to be offered 
is not yet clear, because the ad- 
ministration will have to avoid any 
steps that might adversely affect the 
status of permanent t&x officials. 

Another proposal studied now is to 
recruit private chartered accoun- 
tants, on a special contract basis. 
The problem here. Flu min explain- 
ed, is that contlicta of interest may 
arise because these accountants 
may be involved In tax cases of 
former or even of prospective 
clients. Special contracts will also be 
offered to tax officials already in the 
service. 

Two other possible sources of man- 
power to help out the income tax ad- 
ministration are tax officials now 
employed in the administration of 
various kinds of minor taxes, which 
are due to be abolished, and univer- 
sity graduates to whom special con- 
tracts will also be offered.

A further Incentive to hold on to 
the War Loan and Savings Loan 
bonds which fall due for redemption 
in the beginning of October has been 
granted by the Treasury. The incen- 
tive is that linkage gains will no 
longer be offset, for Income tax pur- 
poses. against Inflationary profits 
from unlinked credits received by 
the holders of such bonds. 

Until now, the practice of the In- 
come Tax Admi ni stration was to 
offset gains from unlinked credits 
against "the linkage differentials, 
which are tax-free, for tbe purpose of ■ 
calculating income tax liabilities. 
Last year, when the Treasury sought, 
to Induce owners of compulsory loan 
bonds that were up for redemption to 
hold on to them, maqy preferred to 
redeem them and then invest the 
money to new, voluntary Govern- 
ment debentures, on which the 
linkage differentials are tax-exempt. 
This year, the Treasury has decided 1 
to abolish this anomality in the tax 
regulations. 

The bonds due tor redemption in 
early October amount to a total of 
JLBOOm. and will. If not held on to by 
their owners, force the Treasury to' 
pump large amounts of cash into the 
economy. 

The excess injection of money. 


which has already reached IL6.5b., 
or ZLlb. more than tore seen In the 
.budget for the entire fiscal year, is 
one of tbe major concerns of the 
Treasury and the Bank of Israel 
now. 


More cotton - 

than carpets 

TEHERAN. CAP). — Oil continues to 
be Iran's number one export Item, 
but for the first time, cotton exports 
have surpassed those of hand-made 
carpets. 

During the past year, Iranian 
carpet exports dropped from 8150m. 
to 287m. and the value of exported 
cotton Increased from about 2116m. 
to 2125m. 


Tibor Rosenbaum’s Ata shares 
may be bought up by Polgat

TEL AVIV. — Polgat Industries has 
received an option to purchase the 
Ata Textile Company's shares 
originally held by Tibor Rosenbaum, 
one-time head of the now defunct 
International Credit Bank of 
Geneva. 

The exercise price of the option 
which is due to expire at the end of 
November is in the order of IL33.6m. 
Polgat would be a beneficiary of a 
loan for up to two thirds of the 
purchase price from the Vaduz com- 
pany which holds the shares. The 
Rosenbaum company holds some 22 
per cent of the Issued and paid-up 
capital of Ata aa well as 54 per cent 
of the voting control. 

Part of the stipulations provide 
that the purchase price, until com- 


pletion of the deal,. will be fully link- 
ed to the dollar. The package of 
shares would include some that are 
registered on the exchange as well 
as shares that have yet to be 
registered. The "B" shares, if the 
transaction is conaumated, would be 
valued at 280. In yesterday's trading 
on the Tel Aviv Stock Exchange the , 
Ata "B" shares were "buyers only" 
and were fixed at 270, which is only 
10 points under the calculated value. 

Should the purchase go through, 
Polgat would have an entry into the 
cotton and synthetics and cotton 
mixture fabric market. At present 
Polgat specializes In wool and wool 
mixture fabrics. 

It is also probable that Polgat’a 
penetration of export markets would 
provide Ata with additional export 
sales. 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Israel ' 
-proposed - yesterday that commercial ■- ’ 
banks should join .the World Bank to. 
financing more projects to some of the 
better-off developing nations whose 
economies have been stagnating. 

Arnon Gafny, governor of the 
Bank of Israel, said to an address to 
the annual meetings of the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund (IMF) and 
World Bank that expansion of the co- 
financing principle "could serve as a 
bridge between the banking com- 
munity and developing countries 
seeking readier, access to capital 
markets." 

Citing Israel as an example, he 
said his own country had succeeded 
in reducing Its balance of payments 
deficit but this, along with Ugh infla- 
tion and a stagnating gross national 
product, remained a serious 
problem. 

'In. this respect, the lack of suf- 
ficient capital resources to finance 
development projects has been one 
of the major causes of this economic 
stagnation,'" Gafny said. 

He added that the World Bank had 
understandably begun to channel the 
bulk of its resources towards 
alleviating poverty In the low- 
income countries. "As a conse- 
quence, the middle and Ugber in- 
come developing countries have had 
more and more to tend for 
themselves, and seek an ever larger 
proportion of their development

Gafny said that for the co- 
flnancibg - plan to be' effective, the 
World Bank would have to take a 
supervisory role In implementing 
projects and servicing the loans for 
them.

projects which cannot be financed by 
the bank due to its own budgetary 
constraints, but which it 
nevertheless considers worthy of 
financial support," he said. 

A very large portion of the actual 
financing would come from the 
banking community. 

The Israeli bank official said the 
(Lim should be mainly to expand the 
flow of private capital to the middle 
and higher income countries, in- 
cluding the developing nations that 
are being phased out of the World 
Bank's list of regular loan 
recipients. 

Later, the programme might be 
expanded to include an even broader 
range of countries, be added.

“won! for word." the U.S. proposals as presented to Foreign 
Minister Dayan by President Carter in Washington, there can 
be no doubt that he honestly believes this to be the case. 

However, even if one grants that in its overall design the 
Israeli version faithfully reflected the American original, it is 
obvious that some tampering occurred in the process of transla- 
tion, or re-translation. For surely the U.S. President would not 
have placed the FLO in quotes, as the Cabinet statement did. To 
his credit, the Cabinet secretary readily conceded to some in- 
quiring reporters that the quotes were, indeed, an Israeli inven- 
tion. 

Faced by a Foreign Ministry denial, the Cabinet secretary 
also granted, somewhat belatedly, that the “united delegation, 
representing ail the Arab states’* should properly have read “a* 
united Arab delegation” — at the opening ceremonial session of 
the conference. 

These departures from the American terminology alone 
would warrant scepticism about the authenticity of toe entire 
- Israeli text, and lend credence to U.S. disavowals of some of its 
contents. If Mr. Carter’s proposals were indeed what Mr. Begin 
claims they were, it would be hard to understand Mr. Dayan's 
assertion, in his interview in yesterday's “Ha’arets,” that the 
U.S. is pressing for an independent Palestinian delegation — 
and the inclusion of toe issue of a Palestinian entity — in. 
Geneva. 

The Foreign Minister did not suggest that these ideas were 
broached by Secretary Vance, under Arab pressure, after his 
own meeting with the U.S. President. 

What Mr. Carter’s exact proposals were remains something 
of a mystery, in part perhaps because they were deliberately in- 
exact, wrapped in ambiguity, and meant for further private dis- 
cussion. That, it seems, is also why they were not committed to 
writing by the President. 

The mystery of the proposals was not dispelled by Mr. Carter 
at his press conference yesterday afternoon. What was made 
patently clear, however, despite the carefully hedged 
phraseology, was that the President had already gone one huge 
step beyond insistence on Palestinian representation in Middle 
East peace talks. 

Now he is fully prepared to entertain toe prospect that toe 
Palestinians should be respresented, in large measure — though 
not, as yet, exclusively — by toe PLO, once that organization 
accepts Resolution 212. 

Since Mr. Carter has already Indicated that he would not op- 
pose the PLO’s placing its riders on 242, this can only mean toat 
Syrian Foreign Minister Abdul Halim Khaddam was not very 
far from toe truth when he told toe General Assembly, also 
yesterday, that the U.S. was agreeable to toe PLO representing 
the Palestinian people in Geneva. 

It also means that Mr. Dayan is fully entitled to toe official 
U.S. explanation of Khaddam 's statement, which he said he was 
expecting. This might, perhaps, also throw some light on the 
puzzle, now grown even bigger, of Mr. Carter’s proposals, with 
or without quotes. 

The Kurdish predicament 

THE P OLlTlCALaituaUqu Of the Kurds in Irag — who are still 
engaged in guerrilla activities against toe Iraqi authorities — is 
nevertheless described by Denis Payot, Secretary-General of 
the leftist International Federation for toe Rights of Man, as 
“completely normal’,” and any claims to the contrary "have 
been fomented and instigated by outside farces." These obser- 
vations are contained in a letter dated June 17, addressed to toe 
Secretary-General of the UN, Kurt Waldheim. 

The Kurdish people think differently. A statement sent to Dr. 
Waldheim earlier this year by the League (not toe Federation) 
of Human Rights informed him that Iraq had executed 280 
Kurds and sent 30,000 to concentration camps, for alleged in- 
volvement in toe abortive rebellion some years ago. 

The letter by Mr. Payot circulated nonetheless under the im- 
primatur of the UN, in accordance with a decision adopted last 
month by toe UN’s Commission of Human Rights. His message 
goes on to say toat toe cultural heritage of the Kurds is 
protected, and “the Iraqi Government is making considerable 
efforts to safeguard the rights of minority.” 

Payot, a Swiss lawyer, was invited by toe West German 
Government to act as go-between with members of the Baader- 
Meinhoff gang, who kidnapped toe German industrialist H aans - 
Martin Schleyer. Just recently, this same Payot led a group of 
four envoys of the Swiss Human Rights Association, in a light- 
ning tour of Judea and Samaria. They reported that toe Israelis 
are systematically torturing the Arabs, with a view to forcing 
them out of the West Bank. 

The Israeli authorities knew nothing of this mission, which did 
not find it necessary to check the facts with them, or ask them 
any questions. 

The Kurds, who Inhabit (as ft happens) an Arab State, do not 
— Payot is happy to report — suffer comparable injustices. This 
despite the disturbing fact that the President of the Human 
Rights League, Roger Baldwin, stated this year that “there is 
an apparent attempt to destroy toe Kurdish ethnic group.” 

A month ago, the London-based 'Anti-Slavery Society demand- 
ed that the UN send a mission to investigate toe Kurds' plight in 
Iraq. Colonel Patrick Montgomery, Secretary-General of the 
society, said that many Kurds are being “mutilated and tor- 
tured to death, presumably under interrogation.” Others are be- 
ing “dispossessed,” and forced to work on irrigation projects 
“under distressing circumstances." 

Last December, “New York Times” columnist William Safire 
wrote that all the Kurds want is cultural autonomy; they do not 
Insist on separate nationality. Mr. Safire concluded: “If that 
was all the Palestinians wanted — «■ autonomy under Jordan — an 
instant Mideast settlement would he possible." 

Mr. Payot has different sets of glasses for different situations. 

He looks at ' things one way West of toe Jordan — and quite 
another way North of toe Euphrates. 

He is not alone in this, of course. 
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The deal struck between the Prime Minister and 
Gush E munim for the settlement of Judea and 
S amar ia by civilians in IDF uniforms and in- 
stallations, says MOSHE KOHN, is clearly 
politicization of the military, and mocks our 
protestations of right to settle in Eretz Yisrael. 

Bury the plan 


COMMON SENSE and concern for 
Israel's future and that of the Jewish 
people In Eretz Yisrael require that 
Prime Minister Begin withdraw, 
and/or that Gush Emunlxn rescind 
its acceptance of, his proposal that 
settlement ii? Judea and 8amsrla 
now be carried out at Israel Defence 
Forces installations by people wear- 
ing army uniforms after having been 
called up to reserve duty for the pur- 
pose. 

Let us start from what are perhaps 
only the technical and the least Im- 
portant reasons that this plan makes 
no sense. What of active members of 
settlement groups who for some 
reason are not eligible for or are ex- 
empt from reserve duty? Will one 
now have to show one's army 
reserve ' booklet in applying for 
membership in a Gush Emunim 
settlement group? 

' On the other hand, there Is the 
1 grave question — far from being as 
- far-fetched as it may sound — that if 
people may now volunteer for 
reserve duty In order to become 
settlers In Judea and Samaria, what 
can the authorities say to people who 
, aSk to'ne called up in order to_pre vent 
such settlement? 

If the army Is now to be used, for 
the Implementation of a political' 
policy on which there is far from un- 
animity or even a solid general con- 
sensus. and used for reasons that 
have nothing to do with security, 
why shall dissenting citizens be 
deprived of its use? And these dis- 
senters include people whose 
patriotism and reserve status are by 
no means Inferior, and In some In- 
. stances are even superior, to that of 
some of tfle Gush Emunim settlers. 
They also Include people who base 
themselves on the c l assical Jewish 
sources and an the teachings of Rab- 
bi Avraham Yitzhak Hacoben Kook 
no leas than the chief Ideologists of 
Gush Emunim. 

Under the circumstances, then, 
the Prime Minister's proposal la 
clearly a politicization of the 
military, much more deeply and 
dangerously so than any real or 
alleged politicization that took place 
under any previous administration. 

THIS GUSH Emunimlzatlon of the 
army also makes a mockery of all of 
our protestations — Includ ing those 
of such an arch "dove" as Arie EHiav 
in his "The Land of the Hart" — of 
our legal, moral and historical right 


to settle anywhere In Eretz YlaraeL. 

If we have this right, why Imple- 
ment it in a guise that dpSS" not 
deceive anybody but ourselves, and 
which implies that we are not really, 
sure of our right? If there are com- 
pelling political reasons for not Im- 
plementing our right, why do so at 
all, thereby jeopardizing an already, 
precarious political position? If our 
position ia that precarious, why 
doesn't the Prime Minister tell us 
and prepare us for the worst or rally 
us around an intelligent plan of ac- 
tion to meet the situation? 

Of course, the trouble did not start 
with the present administration. It 
started when. Immediately after the 
Six Day War, the Eshkol Govern- 
ment paid some Up service to our 
links with all of Eretz Yisrael but an- 
nounced that Judea and Samaria 
were only “administered areas" 
that we would hold temporarily as 
"bargaining cards." It continued 
when the Meir and Rabin 
Governments maintained this line, 
which, in the course of 10 years, 
seduced no one Into sitting down at 
the bargaining table with us. 

When Prime Minister Begin and 
his close associates, during the elec- 
tion. campaign and In its afte r ma th ,- 
Imperiously reaffirmed our righto to ' 
and In Eretx Yisrael, some of us 
thought they knew something about 
the situation on the basis of which 
they thought we would now be able to 
do what we had not done for 10 years. 

It now seems to transpire that they 
really did not know much except that 
they loved the sound of their voices 
and their rhetoric: Begin with Ms 
"there will be many more Elon 
Jtforehs,” and the Agriculture 
Minister with all hia “secret” 
settlements — so secret that no 
human eye has seen them. 

IT SEEMS that, as we have ddne 
several times In our history, almost 
from the moment we left Egypt 
about 83 centuries ago, we have 
again, for our time, by our acts (or 
non-acts) and words since 1967, for- 
feited our territorial legacy. For the 
sake of the country's physical and 
spiritual welfare, with regard to both 
the external and Internal threats fac- 
ing us. and for honour's sake, the 
on^y thing left for the Prime Minister 
Gush E munim to do is to bury 
this latest misbegotten plan, and for 
all of us to address ourselves to the 
real problems facing us.

What wad achieved by the move? 
One cannot separate the intensifica- 
tion of terrorist activity along the 
northern frontier from Israel’s in- 
volvement, as there seems to be a 
definite connection between the two 
events. Nor can' one Ignore the in- 
creasing American pressure on 
Israel to limit its involvement in 
Lebanon, which began at the same 
time that Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan and the Israel Cabinet were 
attempting to counter American 
pressure in the matter of the terms 
under which the Geneva conference 
is to be reconvened. 

Obviously. Be gin’s and Welzman’s 
decision was’ not made In & vacuum; 
the morale of' the Christians In the 
south was at an unprecedented low; 
they were cut off from their brethren 
in the north; their villages were un- 
der constant terrorist fire; the world 
Christian community had totally dis- 
regarded their plight; children had 
not been to school for two years, and 
the death toll was rising. 

Christian leaders persistedin their 
demands that Israel take steps to 
stop the situation from developing, 
into a hopeless one.

WHEN Prime Minister Begin made 
his statement of support for toe 
Christians, it was the first public ad- - 
mission that Israel was giving arms 
to the minority In Lebanon. Then 
came secret meetings with the 
Christian leadership. Israel in- 
creased its non-military aid as well 
as Its artillery support against 
terrorist targets. Finally, the order 
was given to send day patrols Into 
the south, as. a clear statement of 
Israeli backing. 


All this had little effect, so we are 
told, on the mood of the Christiana, 
and more decisive action was 
demanded. However, there was a 
possibility that Israel would be 
dragged into yet another costly and 
indecisive war of attrition, such as 
In 1989-70 along the Suez Canal with 
■ Egypt and the 1974 artillery duel 
with Syria which preceded ' the in- 
terim agreement 'on' the - Golan 
Heights. Wefaanan and several key 
members of the General Staff, felt 
that indecision by Israel might begin 
to cost lives; and worse, If we failed 
to bring matters to a head, the . in- 
stability in the region could 
dengeiierate into something bigger.
